Here, and all along tho coast, the peo 
plo aie in the habit of inoculating themselves 
with the poison of tho rattlesnake, which ren- 
ders them sale fioin the bite of all venomous 
animal*'. 
The person to be inoculated is 


pricked with the tooth of the serpent on the 
tongue, in both arms, and on vai ious parts of 
the. body, and the venom introduced into the 
wounds. 
An eruption comes out, which lasts 


• fuw days. Ever ailer, these persons can 
handle the most venomous snakes with impu- 
nity ; can make them come by calling them ; 
fcavo great pleasure in fondling them; and 
the bite of these persons is poi&onous ! You 
will not believe this ; but we have the testi- 
mony of six or eight respectable merchants 
to lh(s fact. A gentlemen who breakfasted 
here this morning, nays that he htis been vain* 
ly endeavoring lo make up his mind to sub- 
mit to the operation, as ho it very much ex- 
posed where he lives, and is obliged to travel 
« great deal on the coast -, and when.he goes 
on these expeditions, ho is always accom- 
panied by his 83rvnnt, an inoculated negro, 
who has the power of curing him, should he 
be bitten, by sucking" the poison from the 
wound. He Also saw this nogro euro tho bite 
given by an inoculated Indian bov to a 
white boy, with whom ho was fighting, 
and who was the stronger of the two.

•torics of the eastern jugglers, and their 
power over these reptiles, may, perhaps*, be 
accounted for in this way. I cannot say that 
I should like to have snaky nature transferred 
info composition, nor to live among people 
whose bite is venomous."

Another Mysterious Murder^ 


On Monday, the 17th of March, the body 


of Albert Van Etten, n«ed 28, of Van Etten- 
ville, Cbemung county, N. Y., (where he was 
formerly extensively engaged in mercantile 
and lumbering business,) was found in a ra- 
vine, half a mile from Cameron Corners, 
Steuhen county, and about eleven from Bath. 
The body, when discovered, was very much 
decayed, arid liom appearances seemed to 
have been hung to a small oak sapling, on 
the side hill, where the body was found. 
On 


inquiry, his relatives learned that the deceas- 
ed, last fall, had lately been to Canada, and was 
returning home with a large amount of money 
in his possession. lie had called to sec a man 
named Howard, then residing about two 
miles from Cameron Corners, for the purpose 
of collecting some money due to him, and 
was taken sick and remained thero about a 
week. 
On Thursday, October 3d, he arrived 


at the WiJow Down's tavern, but his baggage 
not being sent down in time, he was prevent- 
ed from getting on the cars; his baggage 
subsequently came. 
He remained at" the 


tavern over night. 
On Friday, October 4th, 


about 11 o'clock, he left the tavern on foot, 
and alone, for a short walk, and proceeded in 
the direction toward Bath. 
Nothing more 


was seen or heard of him nntil his body was 
found as mentioned. 
The last that was heard 


of him, he was seen to turn from the road 
toward a piece of woods. 
He had mentioned 


his intention to take the next train for Elmi- 
ra, and left his valise, coat, &c., at the tavern. 
His non-appeararce induced a number of 
persons to search a little ibr him on the fol- 
lowing Tuesday, but as his mode of life for 
two or three years past had not been unex- 
ceptionable, it was supposed likely he had 
made up his mind to depart without notice, 
and tho search was abandoned. His friends 
heard of his disappearance soon after, and 
some of them ende.ivored to make inquiries 
for him some three months ago. 
It is known 


that about September last he received some 
$2000 for tho purchase of lumber. 
Several 


witnesses who saw him while sick and after- 
ward, attest that he had then in his possession 
a large amount of money. 
One counted 


i-niOO, another nearly $1500. It was in a 
money belt that he wore around his waist. — 
This money was seen in his possession witbin 
48 hours of his disappearance. 
When found 


only $2,52 was found on his person. 
No 


notes, papers, or memorandum in his pocket- 
book or about his person, except a slip con- 
taining said Howard's name. 
When found, 


his body seemed to have been hung by the 
neck, and a part of his neckerchief remain- 
ed tied to the limb, bearing marks of having 
been partially cut ofi' with a knife, and then 
broken by the weight of the body. 
The dis- 


tance from the limb to the ground was 6 }/, 
feet. 
His height was six feet. 
His feet, 


Lad he Jiung himself by the handkerchief 
as found, would have rested on the ground. 
He was found in a peculiar position. A labor- 
ing man discovered the body, gave the alarm, 
and a Coroner's Jury was summoned, which, 
owing to the decayed condition of the body, 
gave it but a slight examination, and to save 
trouble, as they say, returned a verdict of sui- 
cide while insane. 
The deceased wns not in- 


temperate. 
Circumstances discovered since, 


lead his relations to tho belief that he was 
murdered.
